Fo r thirty years the Republican party 
had co ntro lled the lav -making po wer o f 
the State o f M inneeo ta. 


Under its wise, co nservative, eco no m­ 
ical sway, the state bad pro spered bo> 
yo nd all expectatio n aad precedent. 
Taxes had been lo w, aad yet the co m­ 
mo nwealth had bo en fully develo ped.

In o rganizing the ho use, th© Alliance 
members surredered to the Demo crat« , 
who were do minated who lly by co rpo ­ 
rate interests.

.ecuro d the 
speakership and many petty o ffices and 
clerkships, bu t the Demo crats dictated 
the leading co mmittees, especially tho se 
o n railro ads, and o n temperano e, so that 
during th© who le sessio n the hands o f 
the farmers were tied.

It was no t repo rted back nntil March 
19, and then o nly o n co mpulsio n. 


The co mmittee failed to agree!

in two weeks—and then no agreement! 


It wae held in co mmittee u ntil the co r* 
po ratio ns co uld get in their deadly wo rk 
o n the “cheap” members o f the ho use. 
And when this great relief measure fo r 
the farmers came up in that bo dy fo r 
final passage, a bo dy haring a clear ma­ 
jo rity o f thirty-two vo te« fo r the Demo ­ 
cratic-Alliance fusio n, the bill was lo s t 
by a vo te o f 4V aye« to 65 nays. 


The ' ‘fusio n" speaker betrayed his 
tru st by interpo sing false parliamentary 
rulings to prevent a reco nsideratio n— 
thus the bill died, and with it all the 
farmers’ ho pes fro m that “r©fo rm” bo dy. 


Ano ther raiiro ad measure o f impo rt­ 
ance to the fanners, the Ho mpe Elevato r 
site bill, which had passed the senate, 
was killed in the ho use by abo ut the 
came metho ds, and at pro bably abo ut 
the same expense to the railro ad co m­ 
panies.

Two whole months cogitation on a 
bill that ought to have been decided on 
in two weeks—and then no agreement! 


It was beld in committee until tbecor* 
potations could get in their deadly work 
on the “ cheap” members of the house. 
And when this great relief measure for 
the farmers came up in that body for 
final passage, a body having a dear ma­ 
jority of thirty-two votes for the Demo­ 
or atic-Alliance fusion, the bill was l o s t 
by a vote of 4V ayes to 65 nays.

Chicago, Oct. 22.—Tile empty struct­ 
ures of the World’s Columbian exposi­ 
tion were dedicated to-day to the pur­ 
poses for which they have l*x*n designed 
by the people of the great and grandest 
and noblest republic that has ever ex­ 
isted on the face of God’s earth. 
This 
w as the nation's day, a day set part by 
proclamation of the chief magistrate, u 
proclamation as rigorously observed as 
were the pronunciamentos of the magis­ 
tracy of ancient Europe, as a brief sea­ 
son of thanksgiving aud of festivity in 
commemoration of the mull aud the dis­ 
coverer of four centuries since. Chicago 
kept holiday to-day, aud not only Chi­ 
cago, but every nook ami corner of the 
big, bustling, tearing, driving, striving 
republic. Joy, jubilation and gladness 
were uncoil ti lied. 
Patriotism , the safety 
valve of a people enlightened aud determ­ 
ined to be free, bad full vent. 
in city 
and towu, village and hamlet, the peo­ 
ple, to quote th*; proclamation of I'resi- 
deut Harrison, “devoted them selves to 
such exercises as may best express honor 
to the discoverer and appreciation of the 
great achievem ents of the four complete 
centuries of American life."

It is not generally known that it is 
to Isaac Holden, a member of parlia­ 
ment, that we owe the invention of 
the lucifer match, says the Pall Mall 
Gazette. Tile discovery was, he has 
told us himself, the result of a hap­ 
py thought. 
“In the morning I used 
to get up at 4 o'clock to pursue my 
studies, and I used at that time the 
flint and steel, in the use of which I 
found a very great inconvenience. 
“Of course I knew, as other chem­ 
ists did, tile explosive material that 
was necessary in order to produce in­ 
stantaneous light, but it was very 
difficult to obtain a licht on wood 
by that explosive material, and the 
idea occurred to me to put sulphur 
under the explosive mixture. 
I did 
that, and showed it in my next lec­ 
ture on chemistry, a course of which 
I was delivering at a large acad­ 
emy. 
“There was,” said Mr. Holden, “a 
young man in the room whose father 
was a chemist in London, and he im­ 
mediately wrote to his father about 
it and shortly after lucifer matches 
were issued to the world. 
I believe 
that was the first occasion that we 
had the lucifer match. I was urged to 
go and take out a patent immediate­ 
ly, but I thought it was so small a 
m atter and cost me so little labor 
that I did not think it proper to go 
and get a patent, otherwise I have 
no doubt it would have been very 
profitable.

the hair is longest and thickest, but 
none are killed that are npt eigjit 
m onths old.

dicial tribunal of Minnesota 
Their 
ostensible reason is th at the court in 
its official character lias dared to 
render decisions 
in 
certain 
cases 
wherein their clients have been defeat­ 
ed. 
It 
therefore follows th at the 
court is corrupt, !and these so-called 
lawyers are shout ing Irom the stum p 
at the top of their lungs th at ths 
court is organized in the interest of 
corporations 
and interpreting the 
laws against the common good and in 
favor of cornbiw d eaDitnl. 
It would ptohahly not he worth 
while to make any reply to these men, if 
their 
characters 
were well known 
to the people of the state a t large. 
But while those m ost intimately ac­ 
quainted with them know th at as 
attorneys they are destitute of charac­ 
ter and have no recognized standing 
among their more reputable fellows 
a tth eb n r, the jieople do not know 
them, and thus aie liable to he led 
astray hy their plausible statem ents 
of half it ruths, and insinuating argu­ 
ments drawn therefrom. 
It is a little rem arkable that ten 
years ago when two members of the 
Supreme Court were candidates for 
reelection the leaders of the railway 
employers 
association 
made 
tne 
cliarge that the decision of this court 
were so hostile to railway companies 
as to reduce their earnings so much 
that the companies were compelled to 
reduce the wages of their employees. 
But while the Supreme Court has 
alw’ays endeavored to he wholly im­ 
partial 
and to adm inister the law 
without fear or favor, the general 
trend of its decisions has alw ays been 
in the line of keeping 
corporators 
strictly within the funHs of their char­ 
tered rights. 
Let us give a few illustrations of 
this: In territorial days the legislature 
unfortunately exempted the railroad 
land grants from taxation without 
lim itation as to time until the lands 
were sold and conveyed. 
It is a notorious fact 
in m any 
instances various devices were resorted 
to to shield these 
lands from tax ­ 
ation nicer their ownership had been 
actually se\ered from the railroads. 
The state in its leniency was slow to

Paul and the lands of the Sioux City 
road (See S ’ ate vs. W. A St. P. R. R. 
21 Minn. 472. Sr. Paul A Chicago R. i

It will also be remembered that the 
legislature provided th at in consider­ 
ation of the payment of a certain per­ 
centage of their gros« earnings t lie prop­ 
erty of railroad companies should he 
exempt from

valuable tracts of lan l not used for ;

the United States, virtually overruling 
their own former decisions, reverses 
the decision of our court, hut for this 
the latter is certainly not responsible. 
In this day of innumerable corpora­ 
tions organized for all conceivable 
purjioses, the public, as a rule, have 
little or nc knowledge of the financial 
responsibility of corporations. They

upon 
the 
integrity 
and 
financial standing of its stockholders. 
If these stockholders are not per­ 
sonally responsible those trusting the 
company would often find that they 
had given credit to a shadow without 
substance. 
In 
the 
“ Willes” 
and 
“ Meagher” cases—50 N. 
W. 
Rep. 
1110 and 1114—the court held th at 
in all corporations, not exclusively 
manufacturing, 
]the 
stockholders 
were persona ly liable for the debts of 
the corporation to the am ount of the 
stock owned or held hy them, and 
that the provision of the constitution 
on the subject, commonly called “ the 
double liability clause ’ was self exe­ 
cuting, thus placing this protection to 
those 
dea ing 
with 
corporntions 
above and beyond the reach of mere 
legislative control. 
This review of the decision of the 
supreme court might be extencleJ in­ 
definitely, but the foregoing is enough 
to show that upon all subjects in­ 
volving question* of general policy 
affecting the relations of corporations 
and the public, the court has aiw ays 
had due regard to the interests of the 
latter white not unmindful of the legal 
rights of the former; and thatTthe a t­ 
tack on the court hy two or three 
lawyers, actu a ed hy tlieir defeat in 
som e of tlieir speculative suits, is ut­ 
terly without foundation. 
There is another view also th at can 
he taken of this subject. The average 
man too often'confounds the judicial 
with the legislation powers of the 
state. jCourts «recreated to interpret 
and not to make the laws by which 
both people nndcorporationsaie gov­ 
erned. 
If a law is unjust or tyranni­ 
cal it is'the legislative and not the ju­ 
dicial powers that are responsible, it 
is often with supreme regret that a 
judicial officer renders a decision that 
hisconscience tells him i9 wrong in the 
abstract and in the 
concrete. 
But 
his fum tion is merely to interpret a 
law th at has been made; and a 
just judge will aiw ays do this. 
Here 
his responsibility ceas*s. 
In render­ 
ing the decision, and thus call ng a t­ 
tention to An iniquitous statute, he 
has done his full share tow ards its 
repeal. 
It is for the legislature to do 
¡’ the rest. 
The three judges who are upon the 
; republican ticket as candidates for 
re election, have served upon the su­ 
preme bench, each one of them for

years. 
They 
are 
everywhere recognized as men 
i of the highest nobility, character and 
, reputation. 
Is it wise

in cases where they had contingent 
i fees a t stake. 
When at any pub- 
j lie meeting during the progress of 
j the campaign, any orator goes out 
of his way to assault the members of 
the supreme court for loose or cor­ 
rupt decisions, let somecitizen ask the 
buiiy who makes the assault what 
case he has lo A by a supreme decis- 
sion.

The railw ay com panns 
claimed that having originally fitted 
the street far travel by making a 
crossing at grade, their duty was at 
an end and that the cities or towns 
m ust build their viaducts. 
But in 
the leading case of, City of Minneapo­ 
lis 35 Minn. 131, the court held that 
the duty was a continuing one and re­ 
quired the railroadcom paniestobuild 
viaducts and approaches or such oth­ 
er structures a s changed circum stan­ 
ces might from time to time require to 
render the highway safe for travel. 
This decision has saved and will save 
to the public an am ount of money 
that can hardly now be realized. 
It is also a well known fact that 
where a railroad company built its 
food along a public street it usually 
laid it on one side of the center, paid 
dam ages only 
to 
the 
prop­ 
erty 
owners 
on 
th at 
siue 
side of the street, taking the position 
th at they were not required to pay 
the property owners on the opposite 
side of the street because they did not 
touch their land. The practical in­ 
justice of this is evident, for usually 
the property was damaged as much 
on one side of the street as on the 
other. 
But one court held in the 
“ Adams case” —39 Minn., 286—that 
an abutting 
property owner had 
property rights in the street to its full 
width, for purposes of access, light, 
air, etc., and th at a company w hich 
built its road in a street m ust pay 
compensation to the property own­ 
ers on both sides of the street. 
It is well known that some of the 
companies failed to fence their roads as 
required by law, on the idea that they 
were only liable for stock killed, and 
that it was cheaper to pay for this 
than to build fences. Where a road 
r a n through a farm the value of the 
stock killed would often be a small 
part of the loss to the owner result­ 
ing from a failure to fence the road. 
The absence offences would naturally 
render the farm less convenient ami 
valuable for use. The railroad com­ 
panies, however, denied their liabili­ 
ties for any such injury. 
But in 
Emmons vs. M. & St. L. R. company 
35 Minn 503 and Nelson vs sam e 41 
Minn 131 the court held th at railway 
companies were liable for dam ages 
for injury to a farm by reason of it 
l>eing rendered less valuable for use 
in consequence of a failure to fence 
their railroads. Tli se equitable de­ 
cisions have generally 
brought the 
companies to time an d | compelled 
them to comply with a law requiring 
them to fence the roads. 
Upon the great question of the 
power of the state to regulate the 
charges 
of 
railway companies for 
the transportation of passengei s and 
freight, the Supreme Court of the State 
in the celebrated “ milk case” 38 Minn,

It ta & serious mislortune to the 
interests of the commonwealth, th at 
the practice Of taking out of politics 
the highest judicial positions known 
to the law should net be Universally 
followed. 
So much depends upon the 
character and legal knowledge of the 
man chosen to interpret the laws of tho 
state, th at they should not be sub­ 
mitted 
to tile necessity of seeking 
their own election, or of taking any 
part in the turmoil of political warfare. 
It is’particularly discreditable to our 
system 
of government th a t “ mean 
felloxvs of ti e baser sort,” should find 
audiences in 
the intelligent state of 
Minnesota who should so far forget 
their self respect as to sit 
for hours 
and listen to an arraingment of the 
members of our State Supreme Court. 
Ju st a t this time a small coterie of 
disgruntled lawyers—or more proper­ 
ly, pettifoggers—are taking it upon 
themselves to call in 
question the 
common honesty of the highest ju­ 
dicial tribunal of Minnesota 
Their 
ostensible reason is th at the court in 
its official diam eter 
has dared to 
render decisions 
in 
certain 
cases 
wherein their clients have been defeat­ 
ed. 
It 
therefore follows th at the 
court is corrupt, land these so-called 
lawyers are shouting horn the stump 
at the top of their lungs th at the 
court is organized in the interest of 
corporations 
and 
interpreting the 
laws against the common good and in 
favor of combined capital. 
It would piobably not be worth 
while to make any reply to these men, if 
their 
characters 
xvere well known 
to the people of the state a t 
large. 
Hut while those most intimately ac­ 
quainted 
with them know th at as 
attorneys they aredestitute of d iam e­ 
ter and have no recognized standing 
among their more reputable felloxvs 
at the bar, the people do not knoxv 
them, and thus ale liable to be led 
astray by their plausible statements 
of half it rut ha, and insinuating argu­ 
ments drawn therefrom. 
It is a little remarkable that ten 
years ago when two members of the 
Supreme Court xvere candidates for 
reelection the leaders of t lie railxvay 
employers 
association 
made 
the 
charge that the decision of this court 
were so hostile to railway companies 
as to reduce their earnings so much 
that the companies xvere compelled to 
reduce the xvages of their emp.oyees. 
But while the Supreme Court has 
always endeavored to be wholly im­ 
partial 
and to administer the laxv 
without fear or favor, the general 
trend of its decisions has always been 
in the line of keeping 
corporators 
strictly within the limits of their char­ 
tered rights. 
Let us give a few illustrations of 
this: In territorial days the legislature 
unfortunately exempted the railroad 
land grants from taxation without 
limitation aa to time until the lands 
xvere sold and conveyed. 
It is a notorious fact 
in 
many 
instances various devices were resorted 
to to shield these 
lands from ta x ­ 
ation after their oxvnership had been 
actually sev ered from the railroads. 
The state in its leniency was slow to 
discover 
their 
devices, 
but 
whenever such 
a 
state of 
facts 
was brought before the court it quick­ 
ly stripped off the sham covering in 
which 
these transactions had been j 
clothed and held the lands subject to | 
taxation. Three notable instances of 
this were the cases of the so-called 
“Barney lands,” of the Winona 
and 
6 t. Peter company, the swamp land 
grant to the “River road” or main 
fine of the Chicago Milwaukee and St. 
Paul and the lands of the Sioux City 
road (See S*ate vs. W. A St. P. It. R. 
21 Minn. 472. Sr. Paul <fc Chicago Ii. 
B . vs. McDonald 34 id. 195. 
It will also be remembered that the 
legislature provided th at in consider­ 
ation of the payment of a certain per­ 
centage of t heir gross earnings t he prop­ 
erty of railroad companies should be 
exempt from 
taxation. Under this 
provision many companies claimed 
as exempt from taxation numerous 
valuable tracts of land not used for 
railroad purposes. 
The court how­ 
ever. gave the exemption a strict 
construction and held 
th at it ap­ 
plied only to property held and used for 
railxvay purposes. 
Ender this ruling 
much valuable railroad property in 
St. Paul, Duluth, Ottertail County, 
and elsewhere, were held liable to ta x a ­ 
tion. *See Ramsey County vs. C M. A St. 
Paul It. It. Co., 33 Mina 537 County 
of Tv (Id vs. Mandota It. It. 38 id 153. 
City of St. Paul vs. same 89 id 112 
County of St. Louis vs. Duluth R. It. 
45 id 510 State vs.N. P. It. Co. Minn. 
25.) In the early days of the rail­ 
road cr rn panics ti ley wer given a rig ,t 
tobuild their roads across streetsand 
other highways on condition of their 
I restoring such highways in a condi­ 
tion fit for publi: travel. 
This duty 
was generally performed at first by 
making surface crossings. But in time, 
especially in cities, the increased traffic 
both on the railroads and the streets 
rendered 
this 
unsafe 
and 
re­ 
quired 
the 
building 
of viaducts 
and approaches over or under the 
railroads. 
The railway companies 
claimed that having originally fitted 
the street for travel 
by making a 
crossing at grade, their duty xvas at 
an end and that the cities or towns 
must build their viaducts. 
But in 
the leading case of, City of Minneapo­ 
lis 35 Minn. 131, the court held that 
the duty was a continuing one and re­ 
quired the railroadcompaniestobiiild 
viaducts and approaches or such oth­ 
er structures as changed circumstan­ 
ces might from time to time requireto 
render the highxvay safe for travel. 
This decision has saved and will save 
to the public an amount of money 
th at can hardly now be realized. 
It is also a xvell 
known 
fact th at 
where a railroad company built its 
road along a public street it usually 
laid it on one side of the center, paid 
damages only 
to 
the 
prop­ 
erty 
owners 
on 
th at 
sine 
side of tile street, taking the position 
th at they were not required to pay 
the property owners on tne opposite 
side of the street because they did not 
touch their land. 
The practical in­ 
justice of this is evident, for usually 
the property was damaged as much 
on one side of the street as on the 
other. 
But one court 
held 
in tile 
“Adams case”—39 Minn., 2 8 6 —th a t 
an 
abutting 
property owner had 
property rights in the street to its full 
width, for purposes of access, light, 
air, etc., and th a t a company which 
built its road in a street must pay 
compensation to the property oxvn- 
ers on both sides of the street. 
It is well known that some of the 
companies failed to fence their roads as 
required by law, on the idea that they 
xvere only liable for stock killed, and 
that it xvas cheaper to pay for this 
than to build fences. 
Where a road 
ran through a farm the value of the 
stock killed would often be a small 
part of the loss to the owner result­ 
ing from a failure to fence the road. 
The abience offences xvould naturally 
render the farm less convenient and 
valuable for use. 
The railroad com­ 
panies, however, denied their liabili­ 
ties for any such 
injury. 
But in 
Emmons vs. M. & St. Ii. R. company 
35 Minn 503 and Nelson vs. same 41 
Minn 131 the court held th a t railway 
companies were liable for damages 
for injury to a farm by reason of it 
being rendered less valuable for use 
in consequence of a failure to fence 
their railroads. Th se equitable de­ 
cisions have generally 
brought the 
companies to time andj compelled 
them to comply xvith a law requiring 
them to fence the roads. 
Upon the great question of the 
power of the state to regulate the 
charges 
of 
railway companies for 
the transportation of passengers and 
freight, the Supreme Court of the State 
in the celebrated “ milk case” 88 Minn. 
<>£, held that what are reasonable 


fa t** w4§ a iejiilfttivi and not a 311 
dicial question, that the legislature 
either directly or through a rommte- 
Bion had the absolute right to deter* 
mine what rates were reasonable and 
that such determination was Anal and 
conclusive, that the only protection 
of railroad companies against wrong 
Or injustice in toe regulation of rates 
was to the good faith of the people and 
the wisdom and impartiality of the leg­ 
islators. 
It is true th at the Supreme Court of 
tile United States, virtually overruling 
their own former decisions, reversed 
the decision of our court, but for this 
the latter is certainly not responsible. 
In this day of innumerable corpora­ 
tions organized for all conceivable 
purposes, the public, as a rule, have 
little or ne knoxvledge of the financial 
responsibility of corporations. 
They 
usually 
deal 
with 
it 
in 
re­ 
liance 
upon 
the 
integrity 
and 
financial standing of its stockholders. 
If these stockholders are not per­ 
sonally responsible those trusting the 
company would often find that they 
had given credit to a shadow without 
substance. 
In 
the 
“ Wides” 
and 
“Meagher” cases—50 N. 
W. 
Rep. 
H IO and 1 1 1 4 —the court held th at 
in all corporations, not exclusively 
manufacturing, 
Jthe 
stockholders 
were persona ly liable for the debts of 
the corporation to the amount of the 
stock owned or held by them, and 
that the provision of the constitut ion 
on the subject, commonly called “the 
double liability clause” was self exe­ 
cuting, thus placing this protection to 
those 
dea ing 
’xvith 
corporations 
above and beyond the reach of mere 
legislative control. 
This review of the decision of the 
supreme court might be extendel in­ 
definitely, but the foregoing is enough 
to show that upon all subjects in­ 
volving questions of general policy 
affecting the relations of corporations 
and the public, the court has always 
had due regard to the interests of the 
latter while not unmindful of the legal 
rights of the former; and thatTthe at- 
tack on the court by two or three 
lawyers, actuated by their defeat iii 
some of their speculative suits, is ut­ 
terly without foundation. 
There is another view also th at can 
be taken of this subject. 
’The average 
man too often*confounds the judicial 
xvith the legislation powers of the 
state. J!o urt8 are created to interpret 
and not to make the laws by which 
both people and corporations ai e gov­ 
erned. 
If a laxv is unjust or tyranni­ 
cal it is'the legislative and not the ju­ 
dicial poxxers that are responsible. It 
is often xvii Ii supreme regret that a 
judicial officer renders a decision that 
hisconscience tells him is wrong in the 
abstract and in the 
concrete. 
But 
his function is merely to interpret a 
law* 
th at 
has been made; 
and a 
just judge xviii always do this. 
Here 
his responsibility ceases. 
In render­ 
ing the decision, and thus calling a t­ 
tention to an iniquitous statute, 
has done his full share towards its 
repeal. 
It is for the legislature to do 
the rest. 
Tlie three judges who are upon the 
republican ticket 
as candidates for 
reelection, have served upon the sit 
preme bench, each 
one of them for j 
more 
than 
ten 
years. 
They j 
are 
everywhere recognized as men j 
of the highest nobility, character and I 
reputation. 
Is it wise 
to 
unseat j 
them at the demand of three or four ; 
disgruntled attorneys who are seeking 
only to revenge themselves upon tile 
men xvho have rendered just decisions 
in cases where they had contingent 
fees a t stake. 
When 
at 
any pub­ 
lic meeting during the progress of 
the campaign, any orator goes out 
of his xvay to assault the members of 
the supreme court for loose or cor­ 
rupt decisions, let somecitizen ask the 
bully who makes the assault what 
case he has lo A by a supreme decis- 
sion. 
The judiciary is the bu’.xvark erect­ 
ed 
by 
liberty 
against 
license. 
To 
the 
everlasting 
honor 
of 
our judges, high and low, of all shades 
of political thought, let it be said they 
are clean from tile smirch 
of bribery 
or corrupt motives. 
And further, 
there is no class ol men known to our 
whole social system who are so ready 
to put behind them their personal pre­ 
judices 
and 
individu al 
bt fiefs as 
these splendid men—the men who sit 
upon the judgment seat in free Amer­ 
ica to-day.

W h a t C itlz a n sh lp M e a n t In R o n e .

Tile proud boast, “Civis Romanus 
Sum,” was not the mere assertion of 
an empty dignity, for a citizen of Rome 
enjoyed numberless important privil­ 
eges and immunities which were guard­ 
ed with the most jealous care. Among 
those privileges was the right of hold­ 
ing public office in the state; |of voting 
in the public assemblies of the people 
against a magisterial sentence, or an 
act of oppression on the part ox oth­ 
ers; of making a xviii, and succeeding 
to an inheritance, and of having the 
power of fife and death over their 
ch ldren. 
No magistrate could order 
a Roman citizen to be put to death 
or punished by stripes. 
There xvas a 
lower class of citizenship, which, how­ 
ever, conferred no right of voting or of 
holding public office.—Brooklyn Eagle. 


W a r’s C ru e lty . 
An incident related in the recent bi­ 
ography of Si^Provo Wallis, Admiral 
of the British Fleet, brings home to 
the reader the cruel nature of war. It 
occurred during the W ar of 1812. An 
American captain had taken a fine 
ship to Lisbon, where she had sold 
her cargo for the use of the British 
army tinder Wellington, and received 
several thousands of dollars in return, 
which were on board.
